Always 
facing atough district schedule, the 
Pipers will play some of the top AA 
schools in West Texas before they 
start their loop warfare. 
After 
opening with Winters 
they will host Clyde, a team that 
has shown a steady growth over the 
past two years and then will travel 
to Childress. It has been a number 
of years since these two teams have 
met and this year Childress is rated 
the top favorite in their district. 
The following week they will 
host Coahoma, a team that has been 
a powerhouse in Class A and has 
moved up to Class AA this year. 
Following this encounter the Pipers 
will meet Jacksboro in a Saturday 
evening homecoming battle at Jacks­ 
boro. Jacksboro is rated second in 
their district this year and this is 
only because they are in the same 
district with Iowa Park, last year’s 
state champions and favorites to 
repeat again this year. 
Assuming everyone survives 
this schedule the Pipers will have a 
good indication as to where they 
stand after the first district game 
as they will meet the loop favorite 
Haskell in the conference opener. 
All in all, Hamlin fans should 
have the opportunity to see some fine 
football action this fall. 
We would urge areal good turn­ 
out of Hamlin fans at the Winters 
game to help get this new band of 
Pipers off to a good start and to 
show Coach Deane Wright and his 
staff that the town is behind the 
Pipers and the coaches.

Future Draft Calls 


Local Draft Board No. 77, 
serving Jones, Haskell and 
Shackelford Counties, at the 
end of August had 
48 men 
examined and qualified to fill 
future quotas. 
The board had 75 men it 
considered 
qualified, 
but 
they had not taken the com­ 
bined 
physical 
and 
mental 
examination. 
In a lower catagory 
are 
143 men born in 1951 and 121 
born in 1952. 
The board showed 58 men 
currently serving in the armed 
forces by draft from the three 
counties, 
compared 
to 410 
serving by enlistment or com­ 
mission. 
The board had 330 deferred 
to attend college, 64 classified 
as high school students, and 
150 deferred for armed forces 
reserve activity. 
The board’s records showed 
980 men classified in I-Y be­ 
cause of failure to meet phy­ 
sical, mental, or moral stand­ 
ards. I-Y signifies the men 
would be qualified in a future 
emergency if standards are 
reduced. 
The board showed 172 in 
IV-F, which signifies disquali­ 
fication for the same reasons, 
now and in the future. 
A total of 1,515 were de­ 
ferred because of dependents, 
616 were listed 
as having 
completed armed forces ser­ 
vice. 
A total of 4,695 were re­ 
corded as over the age of li­ 
ability for military service. 
Many of those in this class 
have served in tile 
armed 
forces in the past. 
The end-of-the-month sum­ 
mary showed 36 deferred for 
civilian work or for attend­ 
ance in technical schools, and 
36 exempted as ministers of 
religion or as divinity stu­ 
dents. 
The board had 9,529 Living 
men registered at the end of 
the month.

LAWYER 


No Questions Asked 


Many a conscientious husband 
seeks peace of mind by buying 
life insurance to protect his fam ­ 
ily in case he dies. 
Hut he may also have a nag­ 
ging worry: will the insurance 
com pany really pay off when the 
time comes, or will it fine! some 
Haw making the policy null and 
void? 
T o cut this worry to a mini­ 
mum. most policies now contain 
what is known as an “ incontest­ 
able clause.” U nder this clause, 
after a stated period (usually two 
years), 
the 
insurance 
company 
can no longer raise technical ob­ 
jections about the validity of the 
policy. It must generally pay off 
“with no questions asked.” 
Suppose, for example, that a 
m an applying for insurance fails 
to mention the fact that he has 
a drinking problem. 
And sup­ 
pose. after his death, the insur­ 
ance company finds out about it. 
U nder the incontestable clause, 
the company could not raise this 
point to escape paying the insur­ 
ance to the widow. 
In fact, the incontestable clause 
applies in most states even if the 
applicant told a deliberate lie. 
Take this case: 
A man filling out an insurance 
application was asked if he was 
in good health. He said he vc as - 
even though he knew he had 
serious heart trouble. 
After his death, the insurance 
c o m p a n y trie d to c a n c e l the 
policy on grounds of fraud. Hut 
a court ruled that, despite the 
fraud, the com pany would still 
have to pay off— because more 
than two years had gone by. As 
one judge explained: 
“Even though dishonest people 
are given advantages under in­ 
contestable clauses, still the sense 
of security given to the great 
majority of honest policyholders 
makes it worth the cost.” 
But not even an incontestable 
clause will help if the fraud in­ 
volves the very existence of the 
policy. Thus: 
A m an suffering from tubercu­ 
losis managed to get life insur­ 
ance by sending a healthy friend 
to take the medical examination 
for him. After the m an died, the 
insurance 
company 
found 
out 
a b o u t 
the 
trick 
a n d 
d e n ied 
liability. 
The widow tried to rely on the 
incontestable clause, but a court 
ruled that there had never been 
an insurance contract in the first 
place. The court said that on one 
basic fact, the identity of the in­ 
sured person, there was never a 
“meeting of the minds.”

(September l l , 1925) 


Central N azareneAcademy, the 
only institution of its kind in Texas, 
will open Monday, Sept. 14, for its 
Fourteenth Annual Session with Rev.

The engine is a six cylinder, 
and is equipped with all the modem 
devices of speeds very much as a 
late model auto. Has five different 
shifts, is said to be able to attain a 
speed of 59 miles and then automat­ 
ically cuts off. Its bell and whistle, 
airb rak es and regular "train" truck 
embody all that is seen in the modern 
train. With this method of passenger 
service in the thinly settled parts of 
of the country, it appears that it will 
solve the economy problem of oper­ 
ation.

happen. The people who over­ 
crowded the inner cities will 
before long over-crowd the 
suburbs. They’re just mov­

Some real estate man, when 
his suburban development gets 
choked up, is going to start 
saying, “Look, the place to 
live is out in the 
country. 
Plenty of fresh air, room for 
kids to run, no traffic con­ 
gestion, no smog. etc.

and move to the 
country. 
Now I’ve got this tract of land 
about 20 miles out . . ." 
This is what’s 
alarming 
about the whole thing and if 
us country people are smart 
we’ll 
start a campaign 
to 
frighten the people away. 
Point out, for example, that 
country living is exaggerated. 
Water wells are going dry, 
water pumps break 
down 
right when you have guests, 
septic tanks clog up, snakes 
and other varmits are dan­ 
gerous, you have to gravel 
your own road, you’re too far 
from the fire station and be­ 
sides there aren’t any fire 
plugs, if you think it’s hard 


to get a repairman in town 
try to get one in the country, 
there aren’t any neighbor­ 
ly xxi schools, there arent even 
very many neighbors, you’ll 
get lonesome out there, you’re 
ten times as far from your 
job or the supermarket, there 
aren’t any busses 
or taxis, 
theres no 
garbage pick-up, 
no home-delivory of newspa­ 
pers, say, the last thing you 
want 
to do is 
move to the 
country. Life is miserable out 
there. Stay miserable where 
you are and save the cost of 
moving.

Freshman Class 
Leads Enrolment 
In High School 


A breakdown of the Hamlin 
High School enrollment as of 
Aug. 31 
reveals that 
the 
freshman class is the largest 
class with each succeeding 
upper class getting smaller. 
Out of a total enrollment of 
277, the freshman class has 
77 students. 
Following 
the 
freshman 
class is the sophomore class 
with 74, the junior class with 
69 and the senior class with 
57. The freshman class also 
has the distinction of being 
the only class where the boys 
outnumber the girls. There 
are 43 freshman boys 
and 
only 34 girls. 
In the senior class the girls 
number 31 and the boys 26, 
in the junior class the girls 
number 36 and boys 33, and 
in the sophomore class there 
are 38 girls and 36 boys. Be­ 
cause of the freshman class 
the girls only outnumber the 
boys by one — 139-138. 
A breakdown of the enroll­ 
ment reveals that 72.9 percent 
of the four grades are white, 
14.4 percent are Negro and 
12.7 percent 
are Mexican* 
American. The totals for the 
four classes show 202 whites, 
40 Negro, and 35 Mexican- 
American. Sixteen of the 40 
negro students 
are in the 
freshman class with 14 of 
these being boys. Fourteen 
of the 35 Mexican-American 
are in the 
sophomore class 
with eight of these being girls.

Commission Sets 


Program Here 


Washington D, C. — Con­ 
gressman Omar Burleson has 
announced that the Atomic 
Energy Commission will con­ 
duct a 
high school leeture- 
demonstration program at tho 
Hamlin High School on No­ 
vember 13, 
1970. 
The program, ‘This Atomic 
World,” is a graphic presen­ 
tation of the story of nuclear 
energy and its peaceful uses. 
Burleson advises the 40- 
minute assembly program by 
specially trained science teach­ 
ers covers the highlights of 
basic nuclear physics, radio­ 
activity, chain reaction, re­ 
actors and their uses, trans­ 
mutation and application of 
radioisotopes in medicine, in­ 
dustry and agriculture. Stu­ 
dents participate in at least 
three demonstrations. 
The assembly program is 
designed to interest all stu­ 
dents, although a more de­ 
tailed discussion on nuclear 
science is available for science 
classes. 
The lecture uses a radi­ 
ation counter, a reactor model, 
a Van de Graaff 
generator 
and a number of electrically 
activated panels to illustrate 
his talks.

AUSTIN — A veteran state 
tax bill author predicts that 
the Legislature will be levy­ 
ing more new taxes on Tex­ 
ans next year than the king­ 
sized $348.6 million revenue 
bill of 196a 
Forecast was offered by 
Rep. Ben Atwell of Dallas, 
chairman of the House Reve­ 
nue and Taxation Committee 
and head of the Committee 
on State and Local Tax Policy. 
Bolstering Atwell statisti­ 
cally was James W- McGrew, 
research director 
of Texas 
Research League, who ack­ 
nowledged that his 
original 
estimate of a $400 million 
tax bill "looks smaller all the 
time.” 
Lt. Gov. Ben Barnes frank­ 
ly concedes that a "major” 
tax bill is looming — unless 
the 
federal 
government 
agrees to some form of un­ 
restricted 
revenue 
sharing 
with the states or picks up 
tho entire tab for welfare aid. 
Barnes further acknowledged 
that he is not optimistic about 
prospects for a federal rescue 
in the nick of time. This view 
was heartily concurred in by 
Atwell.
